The fluted erect central petals add 
depth to the bloom giving it somewhat of a _ hemispherical 
appearance. 


Some of the blooms may be large imbricated, formal, double, 
having the same characteristics and may or may not show 
stamens when fully open. Vigorous sturdy growth with large, 
broad, dark green serrated foliage. 

The blooming season extends from the middle of October 
until about the middle of April. It is very hardy and the 
blooms last for days, holding their form and color well, especial- 
ly when in partial shade.
